CISCO AND ITS BAY.

is driven inland. It has boon inferred 
that tho tr.itlo winds wo created by the 
boating of (ho great interior valloys and 
tho inrush of tho colder air of tho M>a 
to supply tho vacuum winch tho heat- 
ing procoK-i produces. Thus tlio warm 
Sir, which lias been laden with moisture 
£>y solar p\aporation far out at sen is

While this phenomenon is present on 
i the greater part of tho coast lino it is 
• j more conspicuous in tho vicinity of San 
"$ Francisco than any other part of it, 
* •which gn os weight to tho foregoing 


theory of its origin, as tho Golden Gate 
and tho lov lying hills of tho Sau Fran- 
cisco peui)i mill furnish an unobstructed 
avcuuo foi the aerial currents from tho 
Boa to ent< tho heated central basin of 
tho state, i educing tho temperature of 
both day .aid night to that pleasant 
mean whi( h makes tho California oli- 
mato mat< 'iless among the climates ol 
tho oarth. And tho dense redwood for- 
ests which extend along the coast from 
Monterey hay to tho Oregon lino draw 
thoir susti nance from tho summer fo£ 
drift, for, its it pashoH throngh their tot 
tops it is held and condensed m tho oni- 
braco of I lioir branches into a drizzle 
that dreu( hos tho soil in which tlieir 
roots aro y rounded. 


In tho v inter tho meteorological stu 


dent finds in tho fog drift 111 San Finn 
Cisco bay important and almost uufail 
ing woatlxT signs. Throo consoentivi 
foggy dayn and nights aro almost in 
variably forerunners of a rainstorm 
They aro usually followed by a strong 
southeaster, which drives tho fog ou 
of the bay and brings with it tho rain 
laden clouds that have been formed ii 
the gulf of California to drench thi 
earth over whicli they pass. 


To the San Francisco fisherman thi 


fog drift is an open book. Ho knowi 
through its signs the condition of tin 
•weather in the outer roadstead withou 
consulting cither the weather bureau o 
the lookout at the Point Lobos signa 
station. If tho bay is full of fog and a 
strong broozo is ruffling its waters, h 
knows that it is in nine chances out o 
ten comji.iratively calm outside auc 
probably clear. If tho fog bank extend 
like a wall from tho Golden Gate to th 
Berkeley shore, while tho rest of th 
bay is ch ar, he knows that tho oute 
roadstead is clwir, but banked with fog 
which later in tho day will bo drivoi 
inshore by tho trade wind. His move 
meuts and operations are goverue 
largely by tho fog signs with which h 
is so fami liar, and much of his imrnum 
ty from disaster is dne to this fog crafi 


When t tie fog settles on tho bay, no 


only are all tho landmarks shut out o 
the ferry master's vision, but the mys 
terious iiuluenco of fog on tho trau&mis 
sion of sound is so deceptive that th 
location of the siren signals and th 
steam whistles of moving craft is oncer 
tain and often misleading. 


It is ai tually on record that tho sonn 


of tho fog bell at one of tho ferry lone 
ings was not heard on ono of the forry 
boats on two recent occasions when tl 
nose of tho boat was within 100 feot 
the slip, aud a complaint was lodge 
against tlio man whoso duty it was 
ring tho boll on the presumption that 
he wis not performing it. And yet 
there was positive proof furnished on 
both occasions that tho bell was going, 
but tho sound failed to penetrate the fog 
and drifted inshore, to tho peril of the 
ship. It has boon shown in evidence that 
a steamboat's whistle was hoard on one 
side whi n the vessel actually occupied 
the opposite position. 


Among the curious phenomena relat- 


ing to fdj? is tho fact that all fogs are 
not alike either in density or influence. 
Ocean fugs offer very little trouble to 
bay navigation for tho reason that they 
drift in irregularly and contain frequent 
breaks through which the lookout can 
see 400 or 500 yards ahead. 
A laud or 


marsh fog is what tho navigators of in- 
land waters dread. It often limits the 
vision to less than one-half the length 
of the cruft.—-San Francisco Chronicle.

I have heard him 
say, that afler his booke of the Circula- 
tion of the Blood came-out, that he fell 
mightily in his practize, and that 'twas 
bolecvod by the vulgar that he was 
crack-bramod; and all tho physitians 
were against his opinion, and anvyed 
him; many wrote against him. With 
much adoe at last, in about 20 or 80 
yearos time, it was received in all tho 
Universities in the world; and, as Mr. 
Hobbes sayes in his book 'De Corpore,' 
ho is tho only man, perhaps, that ever 
lived to see his owns doctrine establish- 
ed iu his lifetime. 


"He was much and of ton troubled 


with the gowte, and his way of cure 
was thus; he would theu sitt with his 
leggcs. baie, if it wore frost, on the leads 
of Cockaine house, putt them into a 
paylo of water, till he was almost dead 
with cold, and betake himselfe to his 
stovo, and so 'twas goiine.
